BOARD OF GOVERNORS 
Edward B. Allan 


Ted Allan is a native Albertan, born and 
raised in Calgary. In 1951 he obtained a 
Bachelor of Commerce degree from the 
University of Alberta and, in 1954, received 
his Chartered Accountant’s designation. In 
1973 Mr. Allan was admitted as a Fellow 
of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of 
Alberta. He is currently a partner in the firm 
of chartered accountants Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell and Company of Edmonton. 

Mr. Allan has been active in several 
community related enterprises, serving on 
the Council of the Alberta Institute of 
Chartered Accountants, as a member of the 
Edmonton Downtown Kiwanis Club, as 
President of the Royal Glenora Club, and 
currently as Vice-President of the Edmonton 
Opera Association. He is also a member of 
the Mayfair Golf and Country Club and the 
Edmonton Petroleum Club. Mr. Allan was 
appointed to the Board of Governors of the 
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University from the public in 1975. He is 
Chairman of the Board’s Finance Committee 
and its audit sub-committee. A member also 
of the Board’s Executive Committee, 

Mr. Allan’s term of office on the Board 
will expire in summer 1978. 

As the Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
Mr. Allan is most concerned for the financial 
welfare of the University. He regards as 
“particularly worrisome the rate at which 
the University budget has increased over the 
last few years.” The present government 
restraint on spending causes Mr. Allan some 
anxiety, for he can envisage a situation in 
which the financial support received from 
the provincial government will be even less 
sufficient than it is at present for the 
University’s needs. 

On the other hand, Mr. Allan also has 
some sympathy for the provincial government. 
As a public appointee he is able to understand 
the government’s concerns and “why they are 
exercising restraint—the expenditures of the 
University have been growing by leaps and 
bounds. . . . It is my responsibility, to 
some extent, to see that these expenditures 
are kept within acceptable limits.” Mr. Allan, 
however, stated that this is a difficult task, for 
“you cannot change the creature overnight.” 

The Priorities Committee, as Mr. Allan, 
views it, was set up to attempt to bring about a 
more rational plan of development and use 
of the resources the University has available 
to it. The task this committee has undertaken 
is certainly arduous. For Mr. Allan, the very 
diversity of this institution and its large size 
militate against any sudden change in 
direction and any innovative pattern for 
rational growth. There is no doubt, however,

that the Priorities Committee, in the long run, 
will achieve its objectives. Mr. Allan 
continued to point out that approximately 
eighty-five percent of the University’s operating 
budget is devoted to salaries and that it is 
likely that this figure will continue to rise. 

One of Mr. Allan’s chief concerns is the 
future function of this University in society. 
“Are we going to continue to impose quotas on 
our Faculties? Are we going to pick certain 
Faculties which we will allow to grow? Or is 
the government going to loosen all our 
purse strings and let us grow in all directions?” 
For Mr. Allan, the imposition of quotas in 
University entrance is not “a good trend.” 
Mr. Allan believes that University entrance 
standards must be maintained, but that the 
academic standards required of people wishing 
to enter such Faculties as Medicine, Dentistry, 
and Law have, perhaps, become “ridiculous.” 
He also cited the example of the Faculty 
of Business Administration and Commerce as 
a case where quotas have had to be imposed 
because of the nature of the instructional 
resources available. Nevertheless, this is 
surely unfortunate, for already local demand for 
Commerce graduates outstrips the availability 
of such graduates from this institution. 

Mr. Allan is a member of the public who 
believes in the value of a university education, 
who would like to see this University continue 
to be a major centre for teaching and 
research, and who believes that this institution 
has a well-deserved reputation not only in 
this country but also abroad. He is a member 
of a group of people, the Board of Governors, 
whose constant objectives are the improvement 
of facilities at this University and the 
enhancement of its international reputation.
